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DR. WORKMAN'S VIEWS 

Denies Charge That He Has Departed 
From Methodist Doctrine 

.Montreal, Oct. 24.— Rev. Dr. Work- 
man, who has been asked to resign 
from Ills professorship In Wesleyan 
theological college, because of doc- 
trines taught by him, declared last 
night that Ills exposition of church 
doctrine is In principle wholly in ac- 
cordance with the utnndurds of all 
evangelical churches. The difference 
between Ills statements and tradition- 
al statements is only the difference 
between critical and uncritical state- 
ments. 

Speaking of the discussion of his 
doctrinal attitude which took place 
at the meeting of the governors on 
Tuesday night, Dr. Workman said: 
"My expositions of doctrine were 
read a couple of times before the 
members of the Montreal conference, 
and my evangelical orthodoxy was no( 
impeached by any member of thai 
body. On the contrary, I received 
from different members the warmest 
expressions of approval." 

Questioned with regard to published 
statements that his views were those 
of Unitarlanism, Dr. Workman depre- 
cated the Idea that ho had In any 
way departed from Methodist views. 
The charge of Unitarlanism, he said, 
arises from an uncritical standpoint 
in regard to his views. Discussing 
the worth of light and knowledge in 
various churches, Dr, Workman de- 
clared that the true Bplril of the Meth- 
odist church had by no means lagged 
in the march of liberality. There were

The lowest estimates place th" 
number killed at L'l) and the highest 
about 12(1. 

The pope, when Informed of the 
desi ruction this morning, said with 
tears in his eyes: '"Are we having 
a repetition of the disaster of 190a? 
Cod helj the poor souls." The pontiff 
will send a sum of money for tlie relief 
of the sufferers. 

The shocks were especially severe In 
tin- southern end of tlie Calabrian 
peninsula, but throughout Calabria to- 
day there were scenes of desolation 
and despair. The first shock was a 
tremendous one, and was followed by 
two others of larger proportions, 
which entirely destroyed two villages 
and reduced many houses In several 
others to ruins. Tlie first shock for- 
tunately brought the entire popula- 
tion of the villages Into the open, 
many reaching the hills or open plains. 
Torrents of rain greatly Increased tho 
suffering among the homeless people. 
Half the houses ,<t Ferruzzalo nnd 
Brancalono collapsed, and many iier- 
sons were burled In the ruins, and at 
Slnopoli and St. I lario many are. said 
to have lost their lives. 

Panic prevailed everyvvhorc. Rocella, 
Monica, Reggio, Cosanza, Buraclio, 
Calllnova, Palml, Gerlea, Marina anil 
other towns also suffered from tho 
shocks, but not severely. The ancient 
cathedral nt Xorrl di Gcr.ica wa.s 
thrown down, us also was another 
anclen t church. Half the houses in tho 
village nf Meract arc in ruins. 

During tho confusion caused by tho 
first earth shock, tho prisoners in tho 
jail at Catanazro mutinied, and wero 
subdued with great difficulty. The* 
female prisoners; were particularly 
alarmed. As soon as the building ex-> 
perienced tlie first shock they began 
to scream and shout for the jailers, 
demanding their release and beating 
the doors until the whole place wa.s In 
a terrible uproar. The prison offi- 
cials did everything, possible to calm 
tho inqjatea, but the clamor broke out 
afresh every (line another shock was 
experienced. As BOOll as. possible de- 
tachments of troops were hurried to 
Hie scene on relief trains. 

The earth shocks continue but they 
an- slight. Th" people are still In a 
condition of apprehension, which i.s In- 
creased by each tremor. In spite of 
the rain that is falling they absolutely 
refuse to remain under cover. They 
have made their beds in tlie open. 
Mattresses have been spread about tho 
sou ares and the fields surrounding tho 
Stricken villages, and Hie people aro 
covering themselves and their children 
as best they can. 

Main- thousands will puss tho night 
in this manner. Tho only buildings that 
tho frightened people will consent tn 
euler are the churches, and even there 
I hey will nol slay long. They make 
supplication beforo tlie Images of the 
Virgin and the saints, and then hurry 
again to the open. Sacred relics havo 
been exposed in Hie cathedral of C'atnn- 
zaro, and ibis served in a measure to 
calm tho population. 

The heavy rains have caused floods 
at several places, and the work of 
rescue under these circumstances Is 
necessarily proceeding slowly. Tin 
people ar-- ton frightened lo assist in 
Hm rescue work. No bodies had boon 
recovered from Ihc ruins until 6 o'clock 
this evening. At that hour about two 
hundred were lakon out. Ii is now;

villages arc still cut off by the floods, 
and Hie destruction of roads and tele- 
graph line-;, and no word from them 
1 an be had.

MR. FIELDING ON BETTER TERMS 

Mr. Fielding, Minister of Finance, 
la a pa'dt-master in the art of knowing 
what not to -.say. In his Hall- 
fax speech, delivered at the banquet 
jriven him on his return from Europe, 
he dealt at some considerable length 
with the question of better terms. 
His criticism of Mr. Borden' a attitude 
hvas severe, but his references to Mr. 
McBrlde were simply such as were 
necessary to the completeness of his 
narration of the facts, except when 
he cour-led his name with that of Mr. 
riorden. ami said thai they were both 
trying to make political capital -.nt of 
the decisive refusal of the Dominion 
government to grant the request of 
the provinces for a commission of in- 
quiry. This allegation is made by the 
Minister in Ignorance of Ihe facts. Mr. 
McBrlde has never sought to make 
any phase of the Better Terms agita- 
tion a party issue. During the recent 
provincial campaign every effort was 
made by him and by those supporting 
him to keej) a provincial question he- 
coming a party one. If any appeal 
was mi le to I lie electorate of British 
Columbia to sustain Mr. McBrlde in 
the course which lie had taken, it was 
because his attitude represented the 
views both political parties as ex- 
pressed over and over again by reso- 
lution, and so far as tin- result of the 
election demonstrated anything open 
the point, what it showed was that a 
great majority of the people id' British 
Columbia accepted Mr. McBride's 
course as in accord with their own 
wishes. If Mr. Fielding or any one 
else chooses to regard this as a partl- 
znn demonstration he is certainly wel- 
come to do so, but In such a case the 
outlook for the Liberals at the next 
Dominion election is bluer than indi- 
go. If the question has been made a 
political Issue, Mr. Fielding can lay 
the blame upon his colleague, Mr. 
Templeman, who in his speech in the 
A. O. L T . W. hall went out of his way 
to make it one; but even In this, con- 
nection it is important to observe that 
Mr. Templeman has not been able to 
carry his party with him, because the 
Provincial Liberal convention by reso- 
lution averred directly to the contrary 
of the attitude taken by the Minister 
of Inland Revenue. So much for Mr.

Surveyor Tells of Work in 
North During the Past 
Summer 



the 



Vancouver, B. C, Oct. 24.— Consider- 
able progress was made during the 
past summer in delineating the 
boundary line between British Colum- 
bia and the Yukon district. The work 
of a survey party which returned to 
Vancouver a few years ago emphasizes 
and draws attention to the Immensity 
of thtd province constltulng ;ij it does 
a veritable empire with almost every 
variety of climate. 

Although officially defined and so 
designated on the maps the task of 
"running the line" was not under- 
taken by t lie Dominion government 
until about five year.- ago. Alter tlx.' 
first season's work nothing \va.s done 
until this year. The boundary divid- 
ing British Columbia from the Yukon 
l.s the sixtieth paraiiei and extends duo 
wodt from the 120th meridian to an 
Intersection witli tie International 
boundary near the coast, a distance of 
about 550 miles. Thus far about 150 
miles of the boundary have been sur- 
veyed ami Indicated by monuments, 
Situated about a mile apart. The por- 
tion already delineated Is situated 
west of Teslin lake. 

Stono Cairns Erected. 
"We left here early in June last',' 
said Mr. J. N. Wallis, a Calgary sur- 
veyor who had charge of a party of 
fifteen men engaged In the boundary 
survey work for the Dominion govern- 
ment. "The summer was spent in a 
rough country west of the Dalton 
trail and in the vicinity of the Alsek 
and Klehlnl rivers. About twenty 
miles of the boundary were surveyed 
and indicated by stone cairns sur- 
mounted by iron posts. These cairns 
are situated a little less than a. mile 
apart and as most of them are built 
on mountain sjummits they will serve 
as landmarks for the adventurous 
prospector who happens that way. The 
lino frequently runs away above tim- 
ber lino but where It intersects valleys 
the trees and brush were removed. 
Five years ago about eighty miles of 
the boundary from Teslin lake to the 
Dalton trail were established. Tims 
far nothing lias been done in the vast 
stretch east of that lake to the 120th 
meridian. 

Rivers Are Always Hic|b. 
"Our party went in via Skagway 
and thence up the Dalton trail 100 
miles from Bolne's mission. We had 
no thrilling experiences except when 
we had occruion to ford the Als'ek am. 
Klehlnl rivers which flow normally 
at the rate of over seven miles an 
hour. They are so swift and the ed- 
dies are so numerous that the travel- 
er cannot make use of canoes. In 
fording them on horseback the animals 
are frequently earri.nl off their feet. 
A low stage of water is rarely seen. 
In summer the sun melts the glaciers, 
which are their source and In the fall 
heavy rains occur. 

"Coming out we were able to avoid 
our previous dangers by utilizing a 
new wagon road built this season by 
the United States government and ex- 
tending from Porcupine to Maine's 
mission. The Dominion government 
Is also making connection with this 
highway and will build into Rainy 
Hollow, the new copper camp in north- 
ern British Columbia. I did not get 
over there to examine the locations, 
but I heard reports that the ore Is of 
exceptionally high grade. The first lo- 
cations were made last year. 

Working on Development. 
"Capt. Brown Potter, a Now York- 
mining operator, lias bonded a group 
of eight or nine claims and has a 
large number of men engaged in de- 
velopment work. Various prospectors 
assured me that the camp will soon 
be the talk of the world on a. -count of 
the vast size of the ledges couplet!

TO WHO CAN VOTE 



Requirements Necessary to Al- 
low of Voting at Munici- 
pal Elections 



Householders and llcen.se holders 
are slow in turning out to make the 
required declaration which is ucccs- 
sary berore they can vote at the forth- 
comlng civic elections. Up to last 
night a total of G54 had registered at 
the office of the city assessor, a num- 
ber considerably under that for the 
same period a year ago. The oppor- 
tunity of making the declaration will 
cease on November 1, just a week from 
now. Last year during the month of 
October, the period in which, prospec- 
tive voters have to register, thcro were 
1039 registered, so that In the coming 
week nearly a thousand must appear 
in person and make the declaration In 
order to bring the figures up to those 
of a year ago. 

There appears to bo a great deal of 
uncertainty as to Just who can qualify 
for votes at the coming municipal 
elections. The Municipal Clauses act 
provides that the first qualifications 
which the voter must have are that 
b.6 or she In- a British subject, of 
twenty-one years of age and have re- 
sided In the city since January 1, last. 
In tin; rase of owners of real .'State 
of the value of J 100 and upwards no 
declaration is required. Only in the 
cases of householders and license hold- 
ers is the declaration required, a 
householder, within the meaning of the 
act, being "any person of the full age 
of twenty-one years who occupies a 
dwelling, tenement, hotel or boarding 
house, or any part or portion of such 
dwelling, tenement, hotel or boarding 
house, and who shall, unless exempt 
by statute or municipal bylaw, have 
paid directly to the municipal rates, 
taxes or foes of not loss than 12 for 
the current year." 

Accordingly any one who has paid 
the road tax or a dog tax or other city 
tax, and answers the qualifications as 
to residence, age and nationality is 
eligible to vote provided ho makes the 
required declaration before the expira- 
tion of this month. However, in view 
of the fact that Oct. 31 is a holiday, 
Thanksgiving Day, It will be possible 
to register Nov. 1. 

The exemptions referred to include 
those of males over iiO years of ape 
who can vote even If they pay no mu- 
nicipal rates and women, though this 
latter view is disputed by the city 
solicitor. 

The city solicitors claim that women 
must paj at least a two dollar tax, 
though, as they are not assessed the 
road tax of It must be for some 
other rate. The city assessor, how- 
ever, is not following this opinion of 
Iho solicitor and all women who have 
the other qualifications of age, resi- 
dence and nationality are being allow- 
ed to make the necessary declaration. 

The way the city assessor Interprets 
the law is shortly as follows: Everj! 
male of 21 years of age, a British sub- 
jject and who has been resident in the 
city since January I last, arid who 
pays any municipal rate to the ex- 
tent of not less than $2 is eligible" to 
vote provided he makes the necessary 
declaration; every woman With the 
first three qualifications can also re- 
gister without the necessity of having 
to pay any tax. Property owners do 
not have to make the declaration re- 
quired of householders or license 
holders. 

The Municipal Clauses act, In defin- 
ing the status of those who can vote, 

eays : 

"In city municipalities, any male or 
female, being a British subject of the 
full age of twenty-one years, who is 
the owner of real estate of the as- 
sessed value of not less than $100, or 
Who is the representative, being a 
resident British subject duly author- 
ized by the directors of an Incorpor- 
ated company, which is the assessed 
owner of lands, or who Is the holder 
of a trade license, the annual Ceo of 
which is not less than five dollars, or 
who is a householder, shall be en- 
titled to have his or her name entered 
on the voters' list of the municipality; 
provided, liuwaver, in the case of a 
holder of a trade licence, or In the 
case of a householder, he or she shall, 
during the month of October in each 
year, make and cause to be delivered 
to the clerk of the municipality a sta- 
tutory declaration made and subscrib- 
ed, etc., etc." ;

International Reply Coupons Now on 
Sale in Victoria Post- 
office 



Something new in the way of post- 
age facilities has been Introduced Into 
Victoria. There Is now on sale at the 
local post office International reply 
coupons, as they are called, a system 
of postage evolve,] at the recent In- 
ternational Postal convention. A 
person desiring to repay a reply to a 
letter sent abroad encloses therein 
one or more of the co'upons and the 
pei-son to whom the lette r Is address- 
ed, by presenting these coupons at the 
nearest post office obtains In exchange 
a postage stamp of the value of 25 
centimes, (live cents In Canadian cur- 
rency) being the regular postal union 
charge on letters weighing an ounce 
or less. This postage Is used to pay 
for the reply. The coupons sold hero 
are. of the face vnluo of six cents each. 
The scheme will do away with the 
hitherto aggravating habit of some 
correspondents who would persist In 
enclosing stamps of their own coun- 
try to prepay replies when such 
stamps were useless as postage In the 
country to which the letter had been 
sent. 

So far the following named coun- 
tries have adopted the scheme: Aus- 
tria, Austrian ofllcos abroad, Belgium, 
Bosnia, Harzegovlna, Bulgaria, Chill, 
Costa Rica, Denmark, Danish Antilen, 
Dutch East Indies, Egypt, Germany, 
German protectorates and offices 
abroad. Great Britain (and British 
post office In Turkey), Greece, Haytl, 
Holland, Hungary, Luxemburg, Mex- 
ico, Norway, Roumanta, Spain, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, Transvaal, United 
States (including Island possessions 
of the United States). It is only in 
theso countries that tho coupons' will 
bo exchanged for postage stomps. 



The government will include In the 
estimates at the forthcoming session 
Of the legislature the sum of $10,000 
to be applied towards tho construc- 
tion of a bridge across from New 
Westminster to Lulu Island.

Dr. P. "Wright preached a suitable ser- 
mon. Rev. Dr. Fraser, pastor of tho 
church, In a few appropriate words ad- 
dressed the missionary, anil on behalf 
of his congregation presented him with 
a photograph of Mr. and Mrs. McNalr, 
and that o 1 ' First Presbyterian church, 
and on behalf of tho ladies with a 
handsome clock. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell, of Victoria, who 
represented the general assembly's 
foreign mission committee, presented 
Mr. Dunn with a beautiful Bible, hav- 
ing on tho Inside of the cover an ap- 
propriate gold letter inscription, and 
signed by W. A. J. Martin and W. R. 
Mackay, convener and secretary, re- 
spectively, of the Foreign Mission 
committee of the Presbyterian church 
in Canada. 

In addressing tho missionary, Dr. 
Campbell said that it is an encourag- 
ing sign for the spread of the gospel 
that the mode of travel, the telephone, 
.olograph and wireless telegraph, have 
made the world today geographically 
smaller than Palestine was at the time 
of Christ. Christianity Is tho only re- 
ligion that has ever appeared among 
men so cosmopolitan, bearing the mark 
of no nation or people, but being equal- 
ly suited to all countries and peoples 
nnd conditions, and therefore, even on 
the principal of tho survival of the fit- 
tost It Is sure ultimately, to be the re- 
ligion of the whole of mankind. But 
behind this there is also the promise 
of God which is sure and steadfast, 
that tho gospel shall prevail in all the 
earth. 

Or. Campbell .strongly advised the 
missionary to keep clear of colatcral 
questions which might entangle him 
In tin 1 meshes of t ho not of tin? enemy, 
and to follow tho example of Christ, 
who gave a wise answer when deceit- 
ful men asked him if if were lawful to 
give tribute to Ceasar or not. The 
tempter would be satisfied If ho should 
engage in any work other than bring- 
ing men into the kingdom. If there 
should be danger of misunderstanding 
betwoon any of those engaged in the 
work he should use the lubricating oil 
of the grace of God, sanctified common 
sense, to avert tii^ machinery running 
service, to avert the machinery running 
heavily, for our church lias not yet for- 
gotten how a misunderstanding in 
India a few years .ago was the means 
of sanding the axles of the gospel 
chariot, 

Your parish is large, three hundred 
millions, in hcathan darkness, to be 
Evangelized and Christianized. God 
lias given India to Britain rather than 
to any of the other nations, that then 
contended for her, in order that 
the Gospel might be sent there, and 
that the missionaries of the cross 
might have the protection of Britain's 
great power. lh, not look on the dark 
side, but on the bright. To Imagine a 
thing impossible Is to make It Impos- 
sible. A wise syndicate of business 
men would not appoint a man to man- 
age a great enterprise who would be 
continually looking .m the dark side 
and difficulties in the way. They 
would select an optimist not a. pessi- 
mist. You follow great men; Morri- 
son, Carey. Judson, Moffat, Gordon, 
and Geddle. As we give you a fare- 
well tonight you shall gel a welcome 
in India very different from that 
given lo the early missionaries. 
Campbell, Wilson. Taylor, Bussell 
and others will hail your arrival with 
much Joy. See to your own spiritual 
life while you are pointing others to 
the Saviour. The church in Canada 
will hold (ho rope ably assisted by 
First church congregation while you 
descend to the dark mine' of perish- 
ing millions, and will follow you with 
their prayers. At the close of his ad- 
dress. Dr, Campbell presented Mr. 
Dunn, on behalf of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Committee with "The Sword of 
the Spirit, the Word of God," and 
advised him to study It diligently, use 
I; wisely and practice It in his daily 
life carefully. 

Rev. Dr. Taylor, of New Westmin- 
ster broughl tho meeting to a (dose 
by addressing a few appropriate 
words to the very large congregation, 
and reading a resolution of the pres- 
bytery expressive of its appreciation 
of the liberality of Mr. McNalr who 
has undertaken '.he support of Mr. 
Ininn In India, and that of First 
Presbyterian church congregation, 
which last year was tie' banner church 
west of Winnipeg in liberality lo the 
schemes of the Presbyterian church 
in Canada. The ladles of the church 
provided coffee and cake in the school- 
room where a very pleasant time was 
spent in soeial intercourse, and in 
making the acquaintance of their 
special missionary to far off India.

HALLWAY 0FJHE HOUSE 

As the hall is the room of the house 
i'n which both dally occupant and 
visitor first enter, and as first impres- 
sions count for so much, it should bo 
given careful attention, and thought in 
decoration and furnishing. It should 
not be so formal as to be lacking in 
the homo atmosphere, nor yet cluttered 
up with useless bric-a-brac. It should 
be above all. simple in style and treat- 
ment. 

Red is always a very good color for 
the wall covering and the furnishings, 
and for tho rugs as well. The hall 
doors are generally done in ash. or 
a hard maple, the grain of which, be- 
ing distinct. looks exceedingly well 
when shellaced, and rubbed and waxed 
with a brush which is made for this 
purpose. Tho ordinary pine, more 
usually seen, may be treated in the 
samo way. 

In the newer houses, tho living room 
and library are so made with wide 
doors that they seem to unite with the 
hall, which is frequently used as a 
reception room, and so open into each 
other as to form a suite. A hall of 
this sort is usually furnished after tho 
manner of a room. A few handsome 
rugs are thrown on the hardwood 
floor, and the wall is covered with 
paper of some subdued color against 
which as a background a few clear 
etchings are shown to advantage, and 
such ornaments as sword and guns, 
or antique armor are in order. The 
furniture Includes some comfortable 
reading chairs, a table with a lamp at 
which readers can sit. a bookcase, 
and, If thero is a deep window, a 
window seat. 

If tho hall has a fireplace and Is of 
suitable shape it will make an admir- 
able smoking room. High-backed set- 
tlers may be placed on either side of 
tho tiro; a rug beforo the hearth. Ono 
very attractive hall was wainscoted in 
square panels, stained with black oak 
stain. Tho rest of the wall was cover- 
ed With a two-toned red paper of a 
deep shade. Tho stair was made with 
two landings; on the first was a cov- 
ered low box which contained over- 
shoes, and also served as a seat. A 
tall grandfather's clock found place on 
the second landing. All the wood- 
work was stained tho same as the 
wainscoting. 

The old fashioned ball rack has been 
superseded by an oval or square glass, 
throe feet long, with two hooks, ono at 
each end. A small table is placed 
beneath this, fitted with a. drawer for 
gloves, etc.. but the outer garments 
of the family are kept either on a rack- 
in the back hall, or in a cupboard. If 
the hall Is only an entrance or passage 
way II contains only this glass and 
table and one nhair. 

In cas-> the hall is long and narrow 
tlie appearance can lie improved by 
having th" wall low-walnscoted rind 
covered above with a high frieze 
showing sky and writer views. An 
appearance of breadth Is given by 
these. Then a pole fastened to the wall 
or door at the back of tho hall will 
allow a drapery Ihere to cut off the 
extreme vlstn of that end of the hall. 

The upstairs halls may he used for 
sitting rooms If they are spacious, In 
which case they are furnished like anv 
other room of this kind. If there is 
only a passage hero however, It should 
ho devoid of furniture. A long rug 
or a strip of carpet is proper. 

A hall of this si vie was treated In 
the following manner: A six by eight 
space was left at the ton of the stairs. 
Which made n. square turn. The floor 
was partly cohered by a rug: a long 
nnd narrow leaded window furnished 
light, and under this was placed a box 
soat. which served to conlaln the gar- 
ments nf some of the feminine mem- 
bers of the household.

What we have rather to 
consider, I think, is Canada's patience. 
We have nothing to teach Canada In 
the matter of loyalty, citizenship, or 
patriotism. Not only Is she securely 
rich In till these qualities, but the 
virility of her personality, so to say. 
Is such that alio Is dally maklng'good 
Canadians of the people of other lands, 
to the extent of some hundreds of 
thousands per annum, nnd at a rate 
which leaves the observer from tills 
side of the Atlantic — more particularly 
If his previous experience has taught 
him anything of colonizing work — 
simply lost in admiring amazement. 
Canada offers very much to the Mo- 
ther-country; her loyal generosity 
leaves no further gift to be asked for 
or desired, save one: Patience to await 
Great Britain's slow comprehension 
and acceptance of her offer.
